Aujw, They ail four agree in the principal Circum- 
fiances of this Hiftory, except one, wherein St. Mark 
and St. foba feem ditferently to relate the time of his 
Crucifixion. They unanimouily fay- that darkneis ¢o- 

¢red the whole Earth from the fixth hour until the 
nich hour, during which time the Saviour of the world 
Was nailed to the Crofs. But St. Joba fays "twas about 
the fixth hour, ore Goel Cam, that Pilate was ftill fit- 
ting upon his Tribunal, and faid, after having {courg- 
ed fefus with Rods, Bebeold your King, 19+ 14- and St. 
Blak 5, 25. Now it ws the third how, Kori esd ecole’ 
wiriy, and iby crucified bim, We might here. make

hours,of their diyilion into four quarters,of three hours 
‘exch, into double hours,fix of which made a day ; upon 
the four watches of the night, amd the common divifion 
6: the day inte morning, noom and evening; and of the 


manner of beginning the day, and counting the hours 
among ft the fers, but that the digreflion would be too 
tedious for this place ; and therefore we fhall omit it,and 
endeavour to reconcile them in as brief terms as we call.

So that thefe words, Now it was the third bour, ought to 
he contidered asa parenthefs which relates to what pro- 
ceeded; as if the facred Hiftorian, after having related 
their accufations againft our Saviour, and the fentence 
that Pilate pronounced upon him before he pafled to 
the crucifixion, which was the confequence of it, de- 
figned to {peak of the time in which Jefus was brought 
betore the governour. °Tis by alike method that the 
fame Evangelift concludes the crucifixion, ¥. 33. Now 
the fixth hour being come,there was darkne/s over the whole 
Land until the ninth hour, As this expreffion did not 
lignity that the crucifixion and ali the circumftances of 
it, which St. Mark had related, were: pafled before the 
lixth hour; but on the contrary that they began at that 
time: Sothele words, Now it was the third hour, that 
our Evangelijt fpeaks, after hay ing given the hiftory of 
the Fews Procefs againft Jefus € hrift, fignifies, that he 
entered at the Ninth hour inthe morning: And it was 
about the Ninth hour that the Romans ufed to give an- 
dienoe. And in refpeét to St Fobn’s manner of fpeak- 
ing, [hat it was about the fixth bour when Pilate {aid to 
the fews, behold your King, we think no one can make 
any difficulty of it, fince every one knows that ia our 
vulgar Languages we fay, it is about ngen, altho it be but 
a little paft Eleven,or near one;and in the fpace of near 
two hours, many things might pafS.
